DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

(1 ) an editing apparatus comprising a data copying means, and features 
associated therewith, as described in the 3 rd and 4 th limitations of independent claims 1 , 
17 and 27; 

(2) an editing apparatus comprising a single file for storing all of the features 
associated with the single file, as described by the 3 rd limitation of independent claim 
37, the 3 rd limitation of independent claim 44 as well as by the 2 nd limitation of 
independent claim 51 ; the editing apparatus also comprising a data generating 
means/process for causing all of the features associated with the data generating 
means as described by the 4 th limitation of independent claim 37, the 3 rd limitation of 
independent claim 44 as well as by the 2 nd limitation of independent claim 51 ; 

(3) an editing apparatus comprising a registering means and display means 
for performing all of the features associated with the registering means and the display 
means/process as described by the 3 rd and 4 th limitations of independent claims 58 and 
61 as well as by the 2 nd and 3 rd limitations of independent claim 64; 

(4) an editing apparatus comprising a program generating means for 
performing all of the functions and or features associated with the program generating 
means, as described by the 3 rd limitation of independent claims 67 and 71 as well as by 
the 2 nd limitation of independent claim 75; and 

(5) an editing apparatus comprising an extracting means for performing all of 
the functions and or features associated with the extracting means, as described by the 
3 rd limitation of independent claims 79 and 83 as well as by the 2 nd limitation of 
independent claim 87. 

The species are independent or distinct because they do not require the specific 
technical features of any of the other species, as described above, and since each 
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species would require a different search to address the differences between each 
respective species. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claimed species is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

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Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i).
